Aafe. It was undoubtedly the Semi-Pelagians, OF 
the Divines of Marjerles, who firft placed th Prede- 
ftinay:axs in the Catalogue of Hereticks; at which we 
are no more to be furprized, than that in requital the 
Predcftinarians called thole Hereticks who were not of 
St. Austin's Opinion. Bp. ard believed ‘twas Arnabi- 
ows, the Acthor of aCcmmentary upon the Palms, 
who firft accufed Sc. Auftins Doétrine, concerning Pie- 


deftination, of Herefte, and who gave the Name of 


Prede{itnssi to thofe that maintained his Opinion, The 
Bifhop thinks, this Aruobtus lived before Tyre-Proffer, 
Fauslus amt Genodivs, Some have believed he lived in 
the time of St. Auiffn himlelf, becaufe his Commentary 
upon the P/alms is dedicated to Laurentius and Rufticus, 
two dfrivaa Bifhups, who was inthe Council at Cur- 
thaze the fame time St. Aufiin was. And altho thefe 
"Names are not to be found in any Council of Carthage, 
fetit is notimprobable, becauie we find Two African 
bilhops, both named Ru/ftficws, who figned a Synodal 
Letter tq /nmocent 1. wherein Pelagsus and Celefitus is 
condemned. This was written Two Years a!ter the 
Couneil held at Carthage + wherein the Canons of the 
Precedent Conncils were confirmed, This Council 
contifted of 217 Bifhops, of which Number St. Aufin 
was one, But there was but 24 of them figned to 


thefe Councils, amongft which there was one Laurentius 
Fofranus, Belides what may be here interr‘d trom hence 


to prove Arnobius Contemporary with St. Auftin, Fraj- 
mus hasoblerv‘d in him many talie Latia words which 
were in ule in St, Auftins time.
